No Evidence 
Of JFK Plot 

CBS News, making its sec- 
ond inquiry in eight years 
• into the assassination of 
President Kennedy, said yes- 
terday it couldn’t find evi- 
dence of a conspiracy in 
Kennedy’s slaying or of the 
involvement; of “other gun- 
men” in the killing. 

It said “the .evidence in- 
dicates” that Lee Harvey 
Oswald, whom the Warren 
Commission held acted alone 
in slaying Kennedy, «prob- 
,-ably did” 'fatally shoot Ken- 
; nedy in Dallas Tex., on Nov.

CBS .said "history will be 
less confused” if new Con- 
gressional Investigations are 
made into information it said 
was withheld from the War- 
ren Commission by the CIA 
and the FBI. ;
